The Executive Committee of the Andizhan City Soviet of Worker# Deputies 
has ordered compulsory vaccination against typhoid and dysentery of all 
Ajidishan City Inhabitants 5 years of age ox over. Issoou0lutl6nad will be node 
fro® 10 April %9 1 June In the city health department and the sanitation service 
of Andixhan Station Ho 1. The first to be inoculated will be workers and 
employees of Industrial enterprises, workers in food enterprises, the water 
system, cleaning installations, and health organ i tat ions . 

The militia aad health agencies will be responsible for execution of the 
order . Individuals who do not comply with the order will be subject to a 
100 -ruble fine or one month of forced labor. The vaccination order, dated 21 
March, will be put into effect 15 days after Its publication and will include \ 
the territory of the city of Jlndijhan.

Those who fall to comply with the decree will be liable to a fine of up 
to 100 rubles or up to 30 days corrective labor. Health agencies will be 
responsible for the fulfillment of the decree.

The number of physicians 
working within the system of the Ministry of Health of Belorussian 83B in 1948 
exceeded the prewar level by 5 percent for cities and 20 percent fer rural 
sections.
